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The Necessity Coins By racnar cederlund 
Of WismaVy 1715 Chicago, m. 

(Paper presented to the New York Convention of the A. N. A.) 


The resources and the forces which Gustavus II Adolphus had at his com- 
mand when entering the Thirty Years’ War must at first sight seem entirely 
inadequate to the successful carrying on of a campaign against the for- 
midable foe. The army with which he set sail for Germany at mid-summer 
time in 1630 amounted only to 13,000 men. Even in that day this seemed 
a pitiably small force with which to proceed against a mighty antagonist, 
but it probably constituted the most efficient fighting machine that the 
world up to that time had seen; its fighting strength was not to be meas- 
ured by the number of individuals in the ranks. Gustavus felt strong in 
the consciousness that back of him stood a united nation, determined to 
make every sacrifice in order to insure the success of the Swedish army, 
and he was hopeful that, once the Swedes were in conflict and by a de- 
cisive victory had broken the spell of imperial invincibility, some of the 
hesitant German Protestant princes would join him as allies. It was one 
of the first postulates of the strategy of Gustavus in this war that he must 
secure control of the main rivers of Germany, partly in order to have safe 
means of communication with his own country and thus to insure a plen- 
tiful supply of provisions and munitions of war, and partly in order that a 
wedge thereby might be driven into the enemy’s forces. The control of the 
rivers would also give him, through collection of river tolls, a much-needed 
increase to his resources. In conformity with this plan the Oder River 
became his first objective. 

After entering Stettin, the capital of Pomerania, he compelled the aged 
Duke Bogislav to enter into an alliance with him, by the terms of which 
the Duke’s military forces were placed under Swedish command. The 
following year, 1631, the greatest part of the Province of Mecklenburg 
was occupied by the Swedish forces, and the 10th of January, 163 2, the 
city of Wismar was delivered to the Swedish Crown. 

Sixteen years later, at the Peace of Westphalia, 164 8, by the treaty, 
Sweden received western Pomerania (Vor Pommern) with the islands of 
Rugen and Usedom, and in eastern Pomerania (Hinter Pommern) the 
cities of Stettin, Garz, Damm, and Gollnow, the islands of Wollin, together 
with Wismar and the districts of Poel and Neukloster, the secularized bisho- 
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pries of Bremen and Verden, and the districts of Wilshausen. She was 
also to receive 5,000,000 riksdaler as reimbursement for her expenses in 
the war. 

The city of Wismar and districts remained under the Swedish Crown for 
about 170 years, when in 1803, soon after King Gustavus IV Adolphus had 
taken reign of the Swedish Government into his own hands, dark and threat- 
ening clouds began to lower menacingly over the land. A series of bad har- 
vests brought starvation and disease in its wake. Foreign trade, which 
the wars in America and on the European continent had stimulated into 
unprecedented activity, was now virtually ruined by the economic warfare 
waged between France and her enemies. Money had again depreciated 
greatly in value, causing further confusion and loss, and in order to get 
funds for the redemption of paper money in circulation, the Swedish pos- 
ession of Wismar was pawned to Mecklenburg-Schwerin for 1,258,000 
rikstalers with right to redeem it after a hundred years by refunding 
with 3 per cent, compound interest. However, Sweden waived this right in 
1903. 


The history of Wismar dates far back. In an old record of the year 1211 
it is mentioned as a very important harbor. It received in the year 1229 
the Schwerin City law, and in the year 12 66 the Lubeck law. In the 
thirteenth century it joined the Hanseatic League, and in 1301 it came un- 
der the Duchy of Mecklenburg. A private ducal mint had existed in Wis- 
mar since the middle of the thirteenth century. On May 19, 1359, Duke 
Albrecht mortgaged his mint in Wismar to the city for a period of fifteen 
and a half years for the sum of eight hundred (800) marks Wismar denari. 
However, this grant the Duke never redeemed. 

During the years that the city of Wismar belonged to Sweden, coins 
were struck there for the following Swedish rulers: Queen Christina, 
Charles X Gustav, Charles XI, Charles XII, Fredrik I, Adolph Fredrik and 
Gustav IV Adolf. 


When King Charles XII of Sweden arrived in the city of Stralsund on 
November 22, 1714, after his incomparable fortnight’s ride from Bender, in 
Turkey, the city of Wismar began to prepare, as it had done so often in the 
past, for siege and bombardment. The city, defended by the Major General 
and Vice-Governor of Wismar, Baron Martin von Schoultz, was surrounded 
at the close of the year by Danish, Hannoverian, Brandenburger and Russian 
troops. The whole enclosure and siege consisted of nothing more than for- 
aging and skirmishing on both sides. One day soldiers would desert the 
city, and the next day as many deserters from the besieging army would re- 
turn. It even came to the point where the opposing forces were surprising 
each other with presents. The besiegers sent wild game and other fine 
things to the city, even money for those who had been taken prisoners, who 
in return would express their appreciation by gifts of good beer and medi- 
cines for the sick. 

After matters had remained on this friendly basis for about a year, Vice- 
Governor von Schoultz and Colonel Von der Luhe arrived at an honorable 
accord, without even consulting the town council. There really is very 
little to write about the entire siege, since deeds of valour on either side 
simply did not occur. On April 21, 1716, the Danes and the Hannoverians 
occupied the city and arsenal, while on the 23rd the Swedish garrison, 
3,000 strong, marched out the Lubeck Gate with banners flying and music 
playing, thence to be transported back to Sweden. 


During the siege shortage of money occurred at various times, which the 
town council attempted to remedy by counterstamping current old silver 
coins and striking a small amount of emergency copper coins. 

A proclamation was issued reading: 

“Pursuant to the patents of the magistrates of September 15th and 20th, 
1715, with the Royal Swedish assent, it was decreed that the old Branden- 
burg 16-schilling pieces were to be raised to 3 2 schilling; the Hannoverian, 
Hildesheim and other 8-schilling pieces be raised to 16 schilling; the Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin 2-schilling pieces to 4 schilling, and the Wismar and Ros- 
tock schilling pieces increased to 2 schilling (the latter to be used only if 
necessary) and counterstamped with a stamp bearing the city of Wismar 
coat-of-arms, namely: On the right, the half steer’s head and on the left, 
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the letters N W (Necessitas Wismarensis) , also a certain sum of copper 
dreilinger (three-pfening pieces) will be coined from new planchets bear- 
ing the city’s coat-of-arms on the obverse, and the value on the reverse. 
All coins thus marked to be redeemed as soon as possible. However, were 
none kept, such stamped coinage to be accepted for foreign bills of ex- 
change or for debts incurred previous to the 20th instant,” 

The coining operation took place in the Town Hall cellar in the presence 
of several of the council and the citizenry. The puncheon’s for counter- 
marking the old silver coins and the dies for the three-pfening copper coin-

age were all cut and engraved by a goldsmith in Wismar of the name of 
Joachim Didrich Gade, his initials J. G. to be seen on the reverse of the 
copper three-pfening pieces. 

This small emergency coinage of three-pfening pieces and the counter- 
marking of old silver coins proved not to be sufficiently large enough to 
remedy the money shortage in the beleaguered city. Stiernstedt’s book 
(“Beskrivning over Svenska Kopper Mynt och Polleter,” printed 18 71) 
showed the Vice-Governor Martin von Schoultz, in a royal letter from King 
Charles XII, had received the order in regard to the melting of old metal 
cannons to be used for a necessity plate coinage. 
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Another story is, that the King’s order of melting old metal cannons was 
given in greatest secret, because it more or less embarrassed hinii to give 
such an order as melting of war trophies. However, another proclamation 
was issued December 30th, 1715, by the magistrates, with Royal Swedish as- 
sent, that various old metal cannons were to be broken up and melted into 
foursquare plates of different weight and sizes. The melting of those old 
cannons began early in the month of November and the actual minting or 
stamping of the cast plates some time in the latter part of December, 1715.

The plates were stamped according to the Lubeck mint law or system in 
the following values: 8 mark, 4 mark, 3 2 schilling, 16 schilling, 8 and 4 
schilling, weighing respectively 6, 3, 1.5, 0.75, 0.37, 0.18 kilogram. The 
plates were stamped incuse, in each corner the date 1-7-1-5, in the center 
the stamp of value and WISM*** within an incused embellished circle; above 
the circle in field the same little oval counterstamp N W which was used on 
the old silver coins. It is stated by Stiernstedt that the plate coins were in 
circulation for about four months, but Ed Grim, in his book (“Munzen und 
Medaillen der Stadt Wismar”), states that the plates as legal coins only last- 
ed for one single day. Schroder, Wismar’s historiographer, says: “Since wood 
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Each metal piece was weighed and sent to the homes of the respective citi- 
zens with an order and guarantee of redemption from the City Magistrate to 
be taken and held as security for a loan of current money. A value of 58 
taler and 32 schilling was figured on each (Skepp pound?) in weight, and 
to be paid in three installments, the 30th of December, 1715, and the 8th 
and 18th of January, 1716. 

Distinction in distribution of those metal pieces was made in accordance 
with the wealth of each citizen, that is, the less wealthy should only receive 
a y 2 Sk-Pound, others according to their wealth from 2 to 7 Sk-Pound. 


The few genuine plates known in existence today are without question 
numismatic rarities and most of them are in museums, a few only in private 
collections. Of the largest plate, the 8 mark, only one is known to the nu- 
mismatic world and is now in the Royal Mint Cabinet at Stockholm. Of the 
4 mark, two are known, one in the Royal Mint Cabinet, Stockholm, another 
in the Upsala University Mint Cabinet, Sweden. 

In the 1880’s a coin dealer, Adolf Edward Jungfer, in Berlin, got the 
bright idea of making counterfeits of the 16 and 8 schilling plates. Whether 
this gentleman’s intention was to cheat and defraud collectors I do not know, 
but certain it is that more than one collector has purchased a Jungfer count- 
erfeit for a genuine. The counterfeit 16 schillings are all alike, the edges 
are filed nearly smooth and are 8 5x8 5mm. in size. In weight they vary from 
0.645 to 0.593 kg. The 8 schillings, which seem to exist in greater number, 
are usually 62x59mm. in size and vary in weight from 0.349 to 0.310 kg. 
The edges are also filed. 

The genuine plates differ considerably in many ways, both in size and 
markings and colors, from the Jungfer counterfeits. The genuine plates 
show that the edges have been sheared or clipped, also the marking and 
stamping was done when the plates were red hot. Jungfer cast his plates in 
square forms and the metal is of a more brass mixture than the genuine. 


Neglected 

Numismatic Series

(An address delivered before the New York Numismatic Club.) 


The substance of this talk tonight\ was delivered some weeks ago to the 
members of the Boston Numismatic Society at its eightieth annual meeting. 
The reception it received at their hands has given me the impetus to present 
it to you tonight. Strictly speaking, it is more in the nature of a talk than 
a formal “paper.” The topic selected for discussion is “Two Neglected Nu- 
mismatic Series,” and my selection of these has been that of foreign paper 
money and small-size gold issues. 

The first series about which I would like to make a few remarks is the 
“foreign paper money series.” Perhaps your first thought in this connec- 
tion is that I shall discuss the worthless post-war currency, but instead I 
shall confine my remarks mainly to the current notes. 

I rather disliked paper money for many years; I acquired it only when 
forced to in combination with coins I wanted very badly. While at college 
I secured my first group of Russian paper money. About a year ago a 
Count was referred to me, who claimed he had a very valuable collection. 
After considerable months of waiting, I finally secured his collection, and 
obtained thereby, when in conjunction with my own collection, one of the 
best collections of this type. 

Several years ago I happened to obtain one of the current New Zealand 
ten-shilling notes, which show upon the obverse the Maori chief and the 
Kiwi bird. The fact that the chief types of this note appear as well on the 
coinage of New Zealand indicated W me that there was an excuse for collect- 
ing foreign issues, and I attempted to increase my collection of bank notes 
illustrating coins. I realized that in New York there was an extraordinary 
opportunity for securing these notes which was not possible in other sections 
of the country, and I was not taking advantage of the situation. 
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I commenced with the lower priced South and Central American issues, 
which are worth perhaps 36c. each on the average. It occurred to me, as I 
discussed collecting the series when possible with other collectors, that there 
was an adverse feeling toward foreign currencies following the World War. 

I found that it was not practical to collect bank notes by setting an arbi- 
trary valuation per note, any more than a series of coins may be secured at 
an average price fixed by the collector in advance. Therefore, I decided 
that a collection of banknotes would be interesting if one specimen from 
each nation in the world were exhibited. Thus commenced my downfall in 
the paper-money world, as the search for one note from each nation con- 
tinued. 

There are several drawbacks to the collecting of foreign paper money, and 
it is the realization of these factors which makes the series a truly “neg- 
lected" one: 

1. No catalogue or literature to speak of in English on the current is- 
sues. Certain older obsolete issues, such as the Austrian, German, 
Italian and Russian, have been quite fully catalogued. 

2. Uncertainty and possibility of changes in value, due to calling in of 
notes for various purposes (such as our actions in connection with 
gold notes.) 

3. Laws regarding the illustration of bank notes. (Although coins and 
stamps have been able to be proven as exceptions for educational 
purposes, bank notes have always been omitted). 

4. General financial impracticability of collecting the high value notes, 
even when on a depreciated basis. (The desire of American collect- 
ors to have complete series in their collections.) 

Bank-note collecting can be emphasized, however, and perhaps popular- 
ized, by stressing the interesting personages and views which appear upon 
many issues. 

Explanation of the relationship of certain notes to one another will readily 
make them acceptable to the American collector. For example, the Haitian 
gourde and dollar; the Danish West Indies franc and daler, and krone. The 
Portuguese escudo and the dollar. The Lithuanian litas and the dollar, and 
so on. 

Another interesting sidelight is the angle of the bank note manufacturer. 
Often this reveals the sphere of infiuence. American Bank Note Co., in 
South and Central American issues; France on Greek issues; Jugoslavia 
has had French issues, German issues, U. S. issues, and now again has 
French issues. The latest change is to English sources. 

Very often a quick glance at a note will tell an expert where the note was 
manufactured, as the style of coloring and geometrical lathework distinguish 
certain companies. The type of paper used and the watermark as well are 
often clues. 

Why should the collecting of paper money be continued? Is there any- 
thing to justify this series? In my opinion, there are several points which 
make it worth while: 

1. Rarity in relation to U. S. Notes of comparable period: 

a. Danish West Indies, Alaska, Greenland issues. 

2. New issues as frequent to coins: 

a. British Colonial; revaluations requiring new notes. 

3. Notes from places which do not issue their own coins: 
a. British Colonial, Portuguese, etc., etc. 

4. Low premium required. 

5. Beauty of bank notes; 

a. Larger scope for showing artist’s skill. 

b. Use of watermarks. 

c. Colors make the notes more interesting. 

For many years I felt that the collecting of gold coins was too expensive. 
Now I believe the gold coins to be cheaper in relation to intrinsic value than 
most collector’s items. (Excepting, of course, great rarities in small size 
coins or notes). Large coins have always been in demand, but small coins, 
in the opinion of many dealers and collectors, “are just not worth bothering 
about." There are few issues which do not have distinctive types. Form- 
erly the practice was to have a single design serve for all denominations. 
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The weight and the size determined the value. Since the twentieth century 
the practice has been reversed, and each value has had a distinctive type of 
obverse and reverse. In this respect there is a return to the classical system. 

The basic coins in the modern gold system are the pound, the franc and 
the dollar. Accordingly, the values were prior to 1934 devaluation: Pound 
$5.00; the half eagle $5.00; the 20-franc piece (on the Latin Monetary Union 
Standard) $4.00. These values are approximate. 

What is of considerable interest is to see where there were attempts by 
nations to coin on the dollar system and yet strike special coins which would 
fit in with the franc system. For example, the Cuban government struck a 
4 and 5 peso piece, thus following the example set by the Guatemalan Gov- 
ernment many years prior. The purpose was to have a coin fit in each sys- 
tem. Belgium, Spain, Venezuela struck 20 and 25 unit coins. Again, we 
see that the 20 (francs or pesetas, etc.,) was to be used in the local system, 
whereas the 25 was to equate the pound. Roumania struck a special 25-lei 
piece on a thin planchet which was to symbolize the 2-ducat piece, in the 
same way that the 50-lei on the thin planchet was to resemble the 4-ducat 
piece. In this instance the values failed to correspond. Newfoundland 
struck a $2 gold piece. This coin, it is worthy to note, was equal to two 
U. S. gold dollars in value, but weighed less. The gold was on the English 
fineness standard of 916%, whereas the American fineness is 900. Thus the 
Newfoundland gold piece of better grade gold is lighter. The Balkan coins 
were of a fixed weight slightly heavier than the Austrian krone. (Bulgaria, 
Montenegro and Liechtenstein were on the same standard.) Ecuador is an 
interesting example, as through a study of her coinage as revealed in the 
weight and fineness of the gold pieces may be seen her change of allegiance 
from England to the U. S. In 1900 Ecuador struck a 10-sucre gold piece, 
which was exactly the same value as the British pound. In 19 28, however, 
Ecuador coinage has shifted; the new condor is the same as our half eagle. 
The coins have told the story. Other interesting sidelights of small-size gold 
coins are the coinages of Europe on the Latin Monetary Union standard after 
the standard existed no more: Jugoslavia, 19 25; Albania, 1938. Finally 
there may be shown the group of coins which retain the outward L. M. U. 
so called “vestigal structure,” but which have little direct connection. The 
Italian 100 lire of the 2nd and 3rd reductions; the French 100 francs of 
1936; the Finland 200 markka of 1926. 

Finally, in conclusion, I would like to say a few words about what can be 
done in this series. There are many entire issues about which very little is 
known. Only by collecting a series arduously, and studying it intimately, 
can the facts be secured. From the combination of the findings of several 
persons engaged on similar work, a fairly intelligent catalogue could be 
evolved. I have attempted to do this with the Spanish 80 and 100 real 
series, and the Colombian 5 pesos (or pounds). An amazing amount of new 
die varieties have been noted. The Portuguese series is new territory, in so 
far as a study of these coins is concerned of the issues since 1850. In many 
nations there were no larger pieces coined than the equivalent of our half 
eagle. There is much room for thought, and the series is easy to secure, be- 
cause as small coins they are neglected. 

(In connection with his address Mr. Bullowa showed about 30 small-size 
gold coins, principally from South American and European countries, and 
two albums of paper money, one current and the other obsolete, approxi- 
mately 200 notes.)

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Henry Christophe 
From Slave To King

Henry Christophe was born a slave on a French-owned plantation in the 
British West Indies in the year 17 67. Nothing is known of his parents ex- 
cept that they were negro slaves brought from Africa. He was brought up 
like all slave children, without education. But at the age of 7 he was appren- 
ticed to the negro who followed the trade of stone mason on the plantation. 
He learned his trade very well, but at the age of 12 he ran away and was 
given refuge by the captain of a French sailing vessel. The ship sailed south 
and in the month of August, 1779, reached its destination — S^nt Domingue, 
as Haiti was then called. It put in at the port of Cap Haitien. The island 
at that time, particularly the western half, was owned by France and was 
considered a valuable possession. 

About that time Benjamin Franklin had visited France and had asked aid 
for the American colonies. Saint Domingue was asked to contribute 1,500 
men for the American Revolutionary War. A French fleet of twenty-four 
ships put into the harbor of Cap Haitien and Henry was sold to a young 
French officer as a general servant. The French ships sailed north and 
reached the mouth of the Savannah River on the coast of Georgia, lay at 
anchor through a month of rain, and again sailed south. The expedition had 
been a failure, except in the effect it had on the young negro slave. When 
Henry Christophe returned to Saint Domingue he carried with him vivid 
recollections. He heard the French soldiers and the American farmers talk 
of liberty, war and revolution. 

When the volunteers disbanded the French officer had no further use for 
Henry, so he was sold again, this time to a free negro at Cap Haitien, an inn- 
keeper named Coidovic. Henry was put to work as a stable boy and carried 
out his duties very well. In a few years Coidovic raised him to the position 
of waiter and billiard marker. Henry became very popular with the guests 
at the cafe and by the time he had reached his 20s he had enough money 
saved to buy his freedom. This was a privilege made possible for a negro 
slave of Saint Domingue only by virtue of having a good master and enough 
money. 


When the Bastille was stormed in France in 1789 the Are of revolution 
spread through the colonies. The cry went up “Liberty — Equality — Fra- 
ternity.” 

The population of Saint Domingue at that time was 500,000 slaves, 24,000 
free mulattoes and 40,000 whites whose members were split in sharp divi- 
sions. Gradually the revolutionary spirit spread. August 22, 1793, was 
the signal for the outbreak. Over 600 coffee plantations and 200 sugar re- 
flneries were given to the flames. Hundreds of whites were dragged from 
hiding and put to death in the most horrible manner. Murder and execu- 
tion were the order of the day. A negro coachman named Toussaint TOuver- 
ture, a leader of the rebellion, sought an honorable peace, but failed. The 
same year France went to war with England and Spain. Toussaint and other 
leaders crossed over into the Spanish half of the island and became generals 
in the Spanish army. And to complete the treason the whites appealed to 
England for aid. A French Republican general tried to expel both invaders, 
but failed. But the negro general, Toussaint, soon realized that his life-long 
ambition — freedom for the negro slaves — could best be achieved under the 
French tricolor. In a daring campaign he led his ragged legions of ex-slaves 
over the mountain ranges of the north, and, storming a dozen towns, raised 
the French tricolor, proclaiming emancipation for the blacks. 

Among the first volunteers was Henry Christophe, who had married the 
inn-keeper’s daughter and was now 26 years old. He was given the rank of 
sergeant and put in charge of a small band of men. In seven years Tous- 
saint was master of the Island. The armies of Spain were conquered and 
the British were driven into the sea. Toussaint became Governor General 
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of Saint Domingue and Henry Christophe, the slave boy, became Military 
Governor of Cap Haitien. 


Under the First Consulate of Bonaparte, France was at peace in 1801. But 
Napoleon had to find an outlet for his armies and generals. In the winter of 
1802 he sent his brother-in-law, General Le Clerc, in command of an expe- 
ditionary force of 22,000 men, to Saint Domingue to take control of the 
island from the negro generals. But Toussaint and Christophe were not go- 
ing to give up their hard won freedom without a fight. When the French 
were about to land, Christophe put the torch to his own house, and of the 
800 buildings in Cap Haitien only 60 were left standing. He gave a challenge 
of war to Napoleon, who had never known defeat, and when General Le 
Clerc landed he had nothing to see but a smoking mass of ruins. Henry 
went back to the hills which had so often before given him shelter, there to 
join his generals, Toussaint and Dessalines. But the fortunes of war did not 
favor them. After many months of bitter fighting their ragged armies began 
to desert them. So they decided to make peace on the terms already offered 
by General Le Clerc. 

The terms of the peace were freedom for the slaves, Henry Christophe 
and Dessalines to retain their ranks as generals in the French army, and 
Toussaint, his lifelong ambition realized, freedom for the blacks, divested 
himself of all office and honors and retired to a small plantation. One 
month later he was invited to the home of a French general, and when he got 
there he was made prisoner and conveyed on a warship to France. General 
Toussaint TOuverture, the great soldier and liberator of his race, never saw 
his native island again. He died April 27, 1803, in a stone dungeon at the 
foot of the Alps. 

The same ruse was tried on Henry Christophe and Dessalines, but failed. 
They knew then that the object of France was to establish slavery again. 
So, reorganizing their forces, they again took to the hills with all the equip- 
ment they could seize. Bitter fighting raged, disease set in among the 
French troops and General Le Clerc contracted yellow fever and died. He 
was replaced by General Rochambeau. The French held Cap Haitien and 
other important positions. Dessalines and Christophe swooped down from 
the hills and in a great battle which lasted all day the French forts were 
stormed and captured. Rochambeau and his officers were made prisoners, 
Napoleon’s armies were conquered, the negro slaves were masters of the 
island. 

On January 1, 1804, the independence of Haiti (newly named by Dessa- 
lines after an old Indian name) was officially proclaimed. In August 1804 
Napoleon took the title of Emperor. Two months later Jean Jacques Dessa- 
lines was crowned first Emperor of Haiti. His reign ended after two years. 
He was ambushed and killed by his own soldiers. 

The time had now come for Henry Christophe to take his place as head 
of the State. He issued an order that a National Assembly be convened to 
draw up a republican constitution and appoint a ruler. On December 27, 
1806, after nine days’ debate, a republican constitution was produced and 
Henry Christophe was declared President of Haiti for a period of four years. 
The constitution proved a failure. The jealous mulattoes of the south lacked 
the courage to recognize their need for a leader. They retired to the south- 
ern end of the island and formed a republic at Port au Prince. Christophe 
returned to Cap Haitien. At his order all civil and military leaders came 
together to draw up a constitution. On February 17, 1807, the new consti- 
tution became law. Henry was made general of the land and sea forces of 
Haiti with power to choose his own successor. Catholicism was declared the 
official religion of the State. Divorce was forbidden, education was compul- 
sory. The President was to receive a salary equivalent to $40,000 a year 
out of a treasury which did not exist. The country was bankrupt. Haiti 
had no currency, so Henry decided to create one. 

Among the variety of plants growing on the island was the gourde vine, 
the fruit of which was used by the natives for making utensils (spoons, 
bowls, etc.). The fruit was dried in the sun and cut into the required shapes. 
Henry issued an order that every green gourde in the island was the property 
of the State. He sent soldiers out to collect them and soon had more than 
227,000 green gourdes deposited in the “treasury.” He put a value of 20 
sous on each, and when the coffee crop was ripe the cultivators brought the 
dried berries into the capital. Christophe bought them at the market value 
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and paid out his gourdes. Then he resold the coffee to European merchants 
for gold. Before the end of the year the State of Haiti had a metal currency 
of absolute stability in circulation, and to this day the standard coin of Haiti 
is called the gourde. 

In March, 1811, nine members of the Council of State met privately and 
decided to make Henry a king. France, they thought, had no use for a re- 
public, so on June 2, 1811, they put a golden crown on his head and a jew- 
elled sceptre in his hand. The coronation ceremony was held in the Cathe- 
dral of Cap Haitien. A French priest officiated and, in the name of God, 
President Henry Christophe was invested with the power and name of King. 
Here is a list of titles created by the royal household: 4 princes, 8 dukes, 32

counts, 37 barons and 40 chevaliers. In August of the same year he decided 
to build a palace at Sans Souci. When completed in 1812 it was the finest 
building in the New World. It rose four stories and was built of marble, 
brick and plaster. For a cooling system a mountain stream was conducted 
under the great marble halls. In dusty uniform he directed the workers — 
remembering the trade he learned long ago on a Caribbean isle. The island 
grew rich under the King’s strict rule. By his orders every adult man and 
woman in the kingdom was required to work. Once, standing on the walls 
of his palace, he looked through his telescope and saw a negro farmer asleep 
by the door of his hut. Twice before the same man had been reprimanded 
for idling during working hours. He called for a captain of artillery and

ordered him into the gallery where a huge cannon was set. Henry lit the 
fuse and the cannon ball crushed the farmer and his hut together. 

Cultivators under code were bound to the soil. Hospital and medical at- 
tention was furnished by the landlords. They were also required to support 
the aged and infirm. They were forbidden to transfer a worker from one 
branch of activity to another against his wishes. Any neglect on the part 
of the landlord brought swift demotion down to the rank of common laborer. 
The mulatto President at Port au Prince called Henry a tyrant for enforcing 
such laws. Christophe replied and pointed out that the mulatto President 
had issued 4,000,000 worthless dollars stamped out of tin with the remark 
that all men are thieves. 

King Henry controlled the meat supply and became the chief butcher of 
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the kingdom. In all business deals Haiti bought with products and sold for 
gold. In one year his plantations had produced 10,000,000 pounds of sugar 
and exported 20,000,000 pounds of coffee, 5,000,000 pounds of cacao and 
4,000,000 pounds of cotton and other products. He brought experts from 
England who built and equipped a weaving mill in Cap Haitien, which was 
so successful that Haiti ceased importing cotton cloth. Besides his palace at 
Sans Souci he erected seven other palaces and fifteen chateaus. He built 
national schools and brought teachers from Europe who were soon giving 
instructions to over 2,000 pupils. He also compelled every boy ten years 
and over to learn a trade with tools supplied by the State. In June, 1804, 
at the order of Dessalines, work was begun on a great fortress on a mountain 
3,000 feet above sea level. Owing to civil strife, the work was not completed. 
In 1819, when the island had grown rich under Henry, he decided to com- 
plete it. A mulatto engineer named Henry Besse had evolved the design 
under Henry’s supervision. Following the original plan, the fortress took 
the shape of an irregular square tapering to a gigantic prow that pointed 
magnetic north. The walls measured 80 to 130 feet high, 20 to 30 feet 
thick. A great underground cistern caught every drop of rain that fell on 
the fortress. There were deep dungeons, powder magazines and treasure 
chambers, with 3 65 huge bronze cannon, one for each day of the year, and 
housing for a garrison of 10,000 troops. It was to be a defense against at- 
tack by any foreign power and one to test the skill of engineers at any time. 
It was the most impressive structure ever conceived by a negro’s brain in 
the thousands of years of the race’s history. 

William Wilberforce, a member of the British Parliament who advocated 
universal freedom for the negroes, asked Admiral Popham, of the British 
West Indies Fleet, to visit the island and write his impressions. He was 
shown over everything of importance in the new kingdom and then King 
Henry asked him to review his troops. As each regiment passed. Admiral 
Popham was treated to a different and striking uniform and each man six 
feet tall. As the afternoon passed, the Admiral, dazed and marveling, esti- 
mated that not less than 30,000 men had passed before him. What he did 
not know was that an important detail of the review had been concealed 
from him. As each squad passed from sight the men broke ranks, turned 
off when half way down the stairway and, filing through a concealed opening 
in the wall, hurried by an underground passage to the barracks and there 
changed uniforms and fell into rank to pass again before the Admiral. 
Christophe had taken advantage of the notion that to Europeans all negroes 
look alike and had treated the British Admiral to thirty views of the same 
one thousand men. 

In 1815, when Napoleon escaped from Elba, he had written King Henry 
for an alliance, but the King replied with a short, contemptuous challenge, 
and when later Louis XVIII sent his envoys to Haiti to bargain for the return 
of the island to the status of a French colony, he executed one as a spy and 
sent the other back to France with a large bottle full of small seeds, with 
instructions to tell Louis that twice as many men as there were seeds in the 
bottle would be required to conquer Haiti. 


But as King Henry’s wealth and power grew, so did his enemies, and he 
must have known that the end was not far away, for in the summer of 18 20 
the British Admiral again visited the island. He came to say “goodbye” — 
he was going home to England. When he was about to sail he took on 
board a heavy iron chest sealed with the royal seal. It contained $6,000,000 
in gold to be deposited in the Bank of England in the name of Marie Louise 
— Henry’s Queen. Soon after the King was stricken with paralysis, which 
left him permanently disabled. In October, 1820, the situation became des- 
perate. Whole regiments of his troops deserted him to the republican cause, 
and as the King lay in his bed in his palace at Sans Souci he could see the 
rebel army collecting in the valley. He tried desperately to rally his few 
loyal followers, but the crown was toppling from his head, and as the rebels 
stormed the palace, the king took a loaded pistol from a cabinet beside his 
bed and sent a golden bullet through his brain. He was buried in a floating 
pool of fresh lime in the great fortress on the mountain. So ended the life 
of Henry Christophe, the slave boy who rose to be King of the Haiti island.

Numismatist — Why?

What is there in scouting around for rare cent pieces or uncovering a 
series of uncirculated coins that gives to the numismatist the enviable satis- 
faction, the singular enjoyment, the deep-felt thrill that it does? Wherein 
lie the charm, the unique interest and the fascination of this popular hobby? 

Perhaps it’s this — coin collecting is not an ordinary hobby. It is not a 
routine accumulation of common articles whose interest and value time often 
destroys. Rather, it is one of the most appealing, most profitable, and most 
educational avocations, and often vocations, that there is. 

Each new coin acquired, or even inspected, each additional fact added to 
the collector’s numismatic knowledge has something further, something 
more to contribute to his constant pleasure in his hobby, to his self-education, 
and to the increasing value of his leisure time. Time only feeds his interest, 
piles higher his profits. And, contrary to the opinion of many, coin collecting 
is not an enjoyment and a delightful business available only to the wealthy. 
Money is never lost; large funds are not even necessary for investment. A 
collector who saves the issues of all the coins struck during his life-time 
has in his possession a valuable collection. His acquired knowledge, coupled 
with his spontaneous effort, enables him to increase its worth by affecting 
worth-while trades and exchanges. 

Within the hobby of coin collecting is played the drama of civilization; 
behind it lies the history of our centuries of progress and development, and 
the romance of the prominent eras of lives and countries, even of empires. 
Through coins, ancient history is traced. They constitute for collectors a 
museum of the lives of people before us. Is it any wonder there is this 
fascination, this unique interest for numismatists? 

Aside from all this, collecting coins teaches the value of money. It en- 
courages habits of thrift, and also offers a wonderful means of using leisure 
time profitably and enjoyably. For the youth of our country especially it 
offers an answer to many of their problems of recreation and worth-while 
use of otherwise idle hours. 

And coin collecting isi fun! A numismatist makes numerous social con- 
tacts, finds himself after a few months, not only with a keener intellect, a 
wealth of knowledge, a fine display of coins of which he can be proud, but 
also with many “jolly good friends’’ who can share the thrills and fascination 
that he knows from collecting coins. 


The Coinage of Sagalassos 

Under Claudius Gothicus ”'**'’** ■■ ' 

(A paper presented to the New York Convention of the A. N. A.) 


As a consequence of the financial disaster that took place under Gallienus, 
when the silver antoninianus was devalued to mere copper, the bronze coinage 
of the Roman colonies and Greek cities became unnecessary. For the bronze 
coins of lower face value, as a matter of fact, had more intrinsic metal value 
than the pseudo-silver antoninianus of high face value. Therefore, most 
of the Greek cities discontinued their coinage during the later part of 
Gallienus* reign and under Claudius Gothicus, who was not any more able 
to improve the financial situation of the Empire than was his predecessor. 

There were five cities in the country of Pisidia, in Asia Minor, which still

struck their own local coins at this time. The coinage was discontinued 
however durng Claudius’ reign. In order to repace all the vanished local 
mints, the municipal mint at Kyzikos, in Mysia, was reopened as an Imperial 
mint and pseudo-silver antoniniani were struck at this place. 

The coins of the five cities mentioned above have much in common, as, 
for instance, the crude die and workmanship, as well as the lack of any 
weight standard according to which they could have been struck. 

There is nothing known concerning the valuation of this local currency 
against the Roman Imperial standard and monetary system. There are, 
however, certain marks of value on these coins, especially on those of the 
city of Sagalassos, whose coinage I shall describe in the following and 
therefore disregard the four other cities. These marks are found either on 
obverse or reverse or sometimes on both sides of the coins. We know the 
signs I, A, S which occur and which are the Greek equivalents to the Latin 
numerals 10, 1, 6. 

There is a coin in existence, though quite rare, which shows on the 
obverse I and on the reverse A.* If we assume that this means 10 equal to 1, 
then we could compare this mark of value to the well-known Roman mark 
X on Republican denarii, as well as to the mark XX and XX.I whichj ap- 
pear on the antoniniani since Aurelianus’ reform of coinage. I would 
suggest to give the coin of Sagalassos with these marks as well as all those 
coins that have only I or no mark, but the same size and appearance, the 
face value of 1 denarius, equal to V 2 antoninianus Roman Imperial currency. 
I should also like to mention that the Egyptian so-called “large bronze” 
struck at Alexandria nowadays is considered a copper drachme. 

Now, as drachme in this connection is nothing else but the Greek trans- 
lation for denarius, and as the bronze of Sagalassos and that of Alexandria 
have the same size and appearance, it might be assumed not without any 
serious reasons that the Sagalassos I “large bronze” had the value of 1 
denarius equal to 10 assaria or asses, as indicated by the numeral 1. Signi- 
ficant also it seems to me that most of the Sagalassos bronzes of large size 
show only the numeral I for 10, while a smaller number has both I and A. 
This also is a parallel to the Imperial coinage where the antoninianus some- 
times has only X, sometimes XX.I. I do realize of course that there are 
several reasons mostly of metrological nature that stand againt the theory 
as described above. A discussion of this difficult but interesting matter 
would, I am sure, be of the highest value to bring light into this dark spot of 
Roman colonial coinage. 

There are also pieces in existence with the mark of value S, meaning 6, 
smaller in size and of the face value of 6 assaria. 

Imhoof-Blumer, the famous numismatist, suggested a similar explanation, 
differing only inasmuch as he read I A as 10 A(ssaria). The denomination 
of 6 assaria is of course somewhat unusual, but as a colonial one not sur- 
prising. Furthermore, there are pieces of 12 assaria of Selge in existence. 

Parting with the metrological part of my description, I am now coming 
to the types of the Sagalassos coins. 

The city of Sagalassos, in Pisidia, by the way, was a very mighty com- 
munity and had a large population. She had the privilege of coinage since 
Augustus’ days. During the Gothic war, having been cut off from the mint 
city of Kyzikos, Sagalossos was forced to issue her own currency again in 
order to continue her commercial relations. These coins are quite neatly 
struck and show a considerable number of interesting types. There are, 
however, frequent mistakes in writing. The Emperor’s official title on the 
obverse of the coins reads Autokratoron Kaisaron Markon Aurelion Klaudion, 
in three different abbreviations. There are also three different counter- 
stamps which often occur on these bronzes, namely: 

1. A female bust with modius on her head. 

2. A shield, similar to a rosace. 

3. An eagle with open wings, head turned back and holding a wreath in 
his mouth. 

As this is a rectricted topic, I do not want to enlarge on this peculiar 
subject. In order to illustrate the coinage of Sagalassos whose few coins 
seldom show up, I would like to give a description of one specimen of this 
series. It is in my own collection of counterstamped Roman coins.

This would correspond to the Roman SC, meaning Senatus Consulto. One 
more thing: The eagle, especially in this peculiar attitude, seems to me 
definitely Egyptian. I suppose the counterstamp is Egyptian, giving the 
Pisidian bronze current value for Egypt also. 


UNTOLfD WEALTH AT BOTTOM OP SEA NEAR NEW YORK. 

The tragic case of His Majesty’s frigate Hussar, which lies buried in the 
mud of the East River somewhere off Point Morris in the Bronx, New York, 
has just been recalled by the offer of Bronx Borough President James J. 
Lyons to give 20 per cent, of the ship’s treasure- — estimated to be 14,000,000 
— to anyone who will salvage it. Since the Hussar sank in 1780 at least four 
attempt have been made to recover the money. Now, according to President 
Lyons, it is anyone’s for the taking — on condition that 80 per cent, of it go 
to the needy in the Bronx. 

This tale of fabulous wealth lying just out of reach recalls other stories 
of buried and sunken treasure, gold and pieces-of-eight, believed or known 
to be hidden near New York. Great riches await the finders, if rumor is to 
be credited. 

Captain Kidd is reputed to have buried a king’s ransom in the sands near 
New York. Rye and Sleepy Hollow are among the outstanding possibilities. 
Captain Kidd is reported to have appeared mysteriously one stormy night at 
Rye, and to have disappeared under a shroud of secrecy in the morning. At 
Sleepy Hollow, near the Andrd Statue, the headless bones of a long-dead 
Negro — believed to have been Kidd’s slave — were found. 

Generally speaking, the swirling tides which gnaw at Manhattan and near- 
by shores cover authenticated treasure the value of which exceeds by far all 
the loot buried beneath the earth of the city. Off Cape May, N. J., to men- 
tion one example, lies the hulk of the City of Athens with 13,000,000 in the 
strong room. In addition to the Hussar, at least one sailing ship with gold 
and silver on board is reportedly sunk in the East River. Off Bridgeport, 
Conn., is the steamship Lexington, which sank in Long Island Sound while 
carrying thousands of dollars in coin and bullion. 


THE CTIEMISTRY BACKGROUND OP ANCIENT GREEK COINS. 

The American Philosophical Society has recently issued a numismatic pub- 
lication entitled “The Composition of Ancient Greek Bronze Coins,” by E. A. 
Caley, a Princeton chemistry professor. The study is exactly what the title 
indicates. It covers 200 pages of analytical research into the component 
elements in the coinages, which have been segregated according to the geo- 
graphical localities. In the ten-page conclusion. Dr. Paley shows that coins 
of the same period are usually similar. The study also revealed that over a 
period of time changes did occur in the composition of the metal, which was 
related to the place of and time of manufacture. 

The study is highly scientific and of interest only to advanced numismatic 
students, with a chemical background. Its main value however, is general, 
in that it has shown that our present terms for classical metals are quite 
inaccurate, and subject to modification when subjected to chemical analysis.

CORRECT TERMINOLOGY REQUESTED. 

Many efforts have been made in the course of years by various interested 
numismatists to remove the word “penny” from the American vocabulary 
and substitute “cent” or the correct version which appears upon our coin- 
age. A similar campaign has been waged in connection with the “buffalo” 
nickel, its adherents stressing that the animal is an American bison which 
lived on the plains, and that buffaloes live only in East India, in the rice 
marshes. We encourage this view. Let us use only the term bison nickel. 

A recent catalogue has shown another lapse of collector’s correctness, 
which is in a far more vital category. The appellation “buffalo” nickel, 
when used, irrespective of its incorrectness, does harm to no one. But when 
one reads of a Morgan dime, it is a grave injustice to Mr. Charles E. Barber, 
who engraved the dime and who placed his initial upon the truncation of the 
bust. Apparently this has been in vain. For those who collect the series 
of coins issued between 1892 and 1916 we should like to point out that the 
silver dollar alone was designed by Mr. Morgan. His initial appears on the 
obverse truncation of the bust, and also upon the left bow of the ribbon on 
the reverse. 

The half dollar of 1892, and the quarter of 1892, and also the dime of 
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189 2 were all designed by Mr. Charles E. Barber. The truncation of the bust 
of all three denominations bear his initial, “B.” For this reason they should 
be known as Barber half dollar, quarter and dime, respectively. 

How this confusion started we do not know. For the sake of numismatics, 
try to associate the correct designer with the correct coin. 

Numismatists should always give credit where credit is due. Were the 
coins issued in 1892 all unsigned, it would be entirely plausible to associate 
them with the Morgan design, but in view of the designer’s initial being upon 
each piece, it would seem entirely reasonable to associate the name of the 
man with the initial appearing upon the coin. Let this error appear no 
longer in our numismatic literature. 


NEW OH RECENT ISSUES. 

New Zealand — To commemorate the signing of the Waitangi Treaty a com- 
memorative series has been issued in New Zealand. On the 22nd of January, 
1840, Captain Hobson raised in New Zealand the Union Jack and was able 
to secure the native chief’s acceptance of Queen Victoria’s sovereignty. 



The new coins, of the halfpenny, penny and half crown values, were en- 
graved by L. C. Mitchell, of Wellington. The effigy of King George VI was 
by Hugh Paget, and his initials, HP, appear below the head of the King. 

The reverse of the half crown is rather unusual. In the center stands a 
native Maori woman with outstretched hands, and rays of the sun in the 
background. At the left are two native buildings of the era prior to the 
white man’s arrival. A “wharepuni,” or thatch hut, and a “puhara” or 
lookout stage. At the right is a modern skyscraper-type building, represen- 
tative of the growth of New Zealand’s flourishing commei cial centers. 

The penny and the halfpenny in bronze have native designs. The penny 
shows the “tui,” one of the most atti-active birds of New Zealand, perched 
on the national plant, the “kowhai,” which is extraordinary because of its 
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feathery leaves and superb blossoms. The reverse of the halfpenny shows 
the “tiki,” a Maori talisman, made of green stone. At each side of the “tiki” 
is a Maori scroll design. 

The half crown bears the dates 1840-19 40, and is therefore strictly com- 
memorative. The penny and halfpenny are only commemorative by virtue 
of being issued the first time for the centennial year.

3nNT 3IAKKS 0\ SPANISH COINS. 

P. K. Anderson, District Secretary of the A. N. A. for Venezuela, writes 
as follows: 

“In line with Thos. W. Voetter’s paper in the February issue, the follow- 
ing may be of the type wanted. My authority for it is “El Duro,” published 
by Adolfo Herrera in Madrid in 1914.” 

All Oddity in 3liiit 3Iarks. 

During the reign of Isabella II of Spain, 1833-1868, there were three mints 
in operation on the Spanish peninsula, namely, Madrid, Seville, and Barce- 
lona. At the beginning of the reign the mint marks of the three mints were 
the first letter of their respective names, with that of Madrid having a crown 
over it. However, in the year 1850 there appeared a new mark. The pre- 
vious mint marks disappeared and coins began appearing with two stars on 
the obverse, one on each side of the value. These stars had six, seven, or 
eight points and were the marks of Madrid, Seville and Barcelona, respec- 
tively. These stars continued to be placed on the coins well into the reign 
of Alfonso XII (187 4-1885), although I have not seen coins of Amadeo I 
except with the six-pointed star. 

No record can be found authorizing this change in mint marks, and the 
only record available which permits us to assign coins to their proper origin 
is an edict issued June 17, 1861, eleven years after the change had taken 
place. This edict was written to the superintendent of the Madrid Mint by 
Marquis de la Vega de Armijo, who was at that time Civil Governor. A 
rather free translation of this edict is as follows: 

“The Director General of Mints and Mines informs me that in order to 
avoid mistakes in identification of the coins which are taken from circula- 
tion every three months and which are forwarded to this office for assay, 
the marks of each mint shall be the stars which are found below the coat of 
arms. Those of six points being for your mint, seven that of Seville and 
eight of Barcelona.” 


AN All) IN I>ETK( TING (COUNTERFEIT NOTES AND COINS. 

The United States Secret Service has issued a leaflet entitled “Know Your 
Money.” In it are listed the three main types of currency printed by the 
Government for circulation: Federal Reserve notes, with green seals; United 
States notes, with red seals, and Silver certificatco, with blue seals. (Not 
mentioned are gold notes, with gold seals, or National Bank notes, with 
brown seals.) 

It lists the portraits appearing on the denominations up to $100. 

Four headings are given in connection with the detection of counterfeit 
bills: 

a. The excellence of the portrait. The clarity of the background. 

b. The seal is even in respect to the points around it. 

c. Serial numbers are evenly printed. 

d. Paper contains small red and blue silk threads. 

For the detection of counterfeit coins it is recommended that: 

a. The coins be tested for a clear tone on a hard surface by ringing them. 

b. The feel of a counterfeit is greasy. 

c. The edge (reeding) will not be even if counterfeit. 

d. The counterfeit coin may be cut with a knife. 

e. If silver, acid will turn it black. 

Copies of the leaflet may be obtained from local police headquarters 
throughout the country. 
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NEW OR RECENT ISSUES. 

Paraguay — This country has issued a set of five new coins. Three of them 
are struck in aluminum, the 50 centavos, the 1 and 2 pesos. These pieces 
are dated 193 8. There is also a 5 and 10 peso value, struck in nickel and 
dated 19 39. 

Paraguay has almost continually been in financial difficulties from a numis- 
matic point of view. Regular coinages have been few and far between, and 
usually in base metals. The business of the nation apparently is done in 
paper money. In 19 25 Paraguay issued a set of 50 centavos, 1 and 2 pesos, 
in nickel. In 1938 coins of the same designs and values were struck in 
aluminum. It is very seldom that nations issue minor currencies in the 
same design of different metals. The new 19 39 5 and 10 peso nickel pieces 
were probably coined from the metal first contained in the 19 25 coinage. 

Not even the design of the issue is modern, since it was first adopted in 



1908, when a set of 50, 20 and 5 centavos were coined. Financial diflSlcul- 
ties and the Chaco dispute impoverished the nation to the extent that the 
1908 20 centavos in nickel and the 1939 5 pesos in nickel are the same size. 
Thus in 3 0 years Paraguay exhibits an unusual infiation in the value of 
the peso. (Specimens from the New Netherlands Coin Company, New York 
City. ) 


ARCHAIC GREEK COINS FOUND IN SYRIA. 

A brief monograph (in French) by Mr. C. F. A. Schaeffer, describing a 
find of archaic Greek coins found at Ras Shanira, in Syria, in 1936, has 
proved to be quite interesting. The coins were mainly Thracian and Mace- 
donian, and interesting problems in trade routes are connected with this 
find. The coins are illustrated from the time of their discovery, with a shat- 
tered jug, to the plates showing them after having been restored. 


When paper money was introduced in Ceylon by the Dutch in 1785, it 
drove silver and gold out of circulation. All transactions were conducted in 
paper or copper coins. 
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A PROBLEM FOR ASS AYERS. 

From time to time we read in the daily press and magazines reports of at- 
tempts, either actual or contemplated, to salvage sunken treasure along the 
Atlantic Coast from Boston to Hatteras. Elsewhere in this issue is a news 
item recently published giving the supposed location of some of the treasure 
ships at the bottom of the sea. We can recall but few instances where such 
salvage operations have been even partly successful. Unquestionably there 
are some gold and silver coins in strong-boxes in vessels on the floor of the 
sea, but their value, commercially or numismatically, has doubtless been 
exaggerated. 

There is one phase of the subject that, from a numismatic point of view at 
least, does not seem to have been given consideration in proposed salvage 
operations, and we mention it here because we have never heard it discussed. 
It is this: What effect would salt water have on gold and silver coins that 
have lain on the ocean bed for a hundred or two hundred years? 

In Frank H. Stewart’s “First United States Mint: Its People and Its Op- 
erations,’’ compiled largely from records at the Philadelphia Mint, he cites 
an instance of what had happened to a salvaged lot of silver coins, which 
prompts our query. Mr. Stewart says: 

“A deposit of silver bullion made by the Bank of North America 
consisted of Spanish silver dollars that had been aboard a ship sunk 
in salt water and which were, in consequence, dubbed ‘wrecked’ 
dollars. ... On May 30, 17 9 3, the Bank of North America took 
two lots of one hundred dollars each out of the seventeen boxes of 
dollars stored in its cellar and sent them to . . . W. Gibson and 

Assay Master Cox at the mint to be assayed. The first lot weighed 
1646 pennyweights and 12 grains and the other lot 1646 penny- 
weights and 18 grains. Gibson melted fifty of the ‘wrecked’ dol- 
lars sent to him, and the ingot of pure silver produced ‘proved that 
the fine silver rather exceeds the standard, the reason of which 
probably is that the salt water destroyed the alloy in the dollar be- 
yond the proportion it bore to the silver. . . . The Mint assay 

showed thirty-six grains more of fine silver to the pound than the 
standard of the coin of the United States.’’ 

If the action of the salt water would destroy the alloy (approximately one- 
tenth of the metal content), or even part of it, what would the appearanace 
of the coin be like? The same reasoning would apply to gold coins. 

Can any of our assayer readers give information on the subject? 


WHO ( AN ATTRIBUTE THESE COINS? 

W. C. Sanders, of New Haven, Conn., sends us two countermarked coins 
and asks us to describe them in The Numismatist, hoping that some one will 
be able to attribute them. 

1 — The letters “I K’’ in relief in an oval depression with serrated border 
on a planchet that may have been a halfpenny, but which has no visible in- 
scription or design. 

2 — An incuse stamp of an eagle similar to that on U. S. coins prior to 
189 2, standing on a mound bearing the letters “U S,” with olive branch and 
arrows at right, stamped on a half cent of 1809. 


MR. ATWATER’S COLLECTION HAS MANY RARITIES. 

The death of William C. Atwater brings to the attention of collectors of 
rare American coins the question of what the disposition of his rarities will 
be. 

Among the many outstanding rarities which Mr. Atwater was known to 
have owned are the following, which represenl only the quality and type of 
coins which attracted him: 1804 silver dollar obtained from the Ellsworth 
collection; a Brasher doubloon, an 1870-S silver dollar, and 1838 New 
Orleans half dollar. He had as well in his collection a series of proof sets, 
and also the regular U. S. gold and silver series from all mints in the finest 
obtainable condition. 
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NEW OR RECENT ISSUES. 

Nicaragua has just released a set of 50, 25 and 10 centavos de cordoba, 
dated 1939. These pieces are of the same design as the silver series first 
issued in 1912. The series issued in 1912 were struck in silver, whereas the 
present coinage is of a reduced standard, and is struck in nickel. 

The obverse shows the bust facing of Cordoba, a lieutenant of Davila, who 
first explored the country in 1522. Cordoba circumnavigated the lake. The 
reverse of the coins show the sun over five mountain peaks, representing 
presumably the five nations of the Federal Union of Central American 
states which was formed in 18 23 upon the liberation of these states from 
Spanish domination. The five states were Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
Guatemala and Salvador. Above the mountains around the border is the 
legend “En Dios Confiamos.” The translation of this motto first appeared 
on United States coins in 1864, “In God We Trust,” but had appeared on 
Central American coins since the early 18 20’s. 



By a law promulgated in Nicaragua in 1912, the cordoba was established 
as the monetary unit of the nation. Prior to that time a peso had been used. 
The peso at that time, however, was very much depreciated, and gold was 
at a 600 per cent, premium in terms of Nicaraguan paper pesos. To elim- 
inate this condition, a new unit was established, giving the country a fresh 
economic life. (Specimens from New Netherlands Coin Company, New York 
City.)

NEW ISSUE OF PERirV IAN COINS AUTHORIZED. 

Peru has authorized the issue of new 5, 10 and 20 centavo coins to a total 
value of 2,000,000 soles. The Central Reserve Bank of Peru will have charge 
of the currency. The new coins will be made of nickel. 
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AMERICAN DOLLARS VS. SHANGHAI DOLLARS. 

Last September Capt. M. S. Newton, of the Fourth Regiment U. S. Marines, 
formerly stationed at Annapolis and a member of the Baltimore Coin Club, 
sailed for Shanghai, China. Recently he sent a lengthy letter to his numis- 
matic friends in Annapolis, describing his trip and some of his experiences 
after arriving at his destination. Below we print extracts from his letter 
describing the currency in Shanghai today and the wonders the American 
dollar will perform there in comparison with the local currency. He says: 

“The money market of Shanghai is a thriving and highly incomprehen- 
sible business to those of us who have never experienced currency deprecia- 
tion. Along the main financial thoroughfare of Shanghai are dozens of 
money changers’ small shops. They follow one general pattern — a counter 
open to the street with grill work and cashier windows. Inside the en- 
closure are a desk or two and a battery of as many as a dozen telephones. 
A constant flow of customers get quotations on the American dollar, the 
English pound, the Hongkong dollar and other currency in terms of Shanghai 
dollars and then either buy or sell exactly as in a small stock exchange. 
The rate changes constantly and during our brief stay in China has varied 
between $13.90 and $10.50 Shanghai dollars for each American dollar. The 
local dollar is called Mex after the Mexican dollar so widely used here fifty 
to seventy-five years ago. American dollars are called gold dollars. For the 
last month the Mex dollar has averaged twelve to one with the gold dollar. 
The newcomer finds it rather amusing to suddenly And his pockets bulging 
with bank notes, which they are sure to do as local money is almost never 
seen in greater denominations than ten dollars. There is a definite thrill 
in taking one’s U. S. pay check downtown and bringing it home neatly 
bundled up in packages of a thousand dollars each. Silver and copper coins 
have almost entirely disappeared from circulation since currency depreciation 
began. Quantities of small bills have been issued in 50c., 20c., 10c., 5c., 
and Ic. denominations. But these have not been sufficient to prevent a 
‘small-money’ shortage. Consequently there is a flood of ‘necessity money’ 
similar to that used in the United States at the end of the Civil War. Street 
car tokens, bus tickets, postage stamps and business Arms’ I. O. U.s freely 
pass back and forth as change. 

“These are hard times in Shanghai for the foreigner who is paid in local 
currency, for prices have risen considerably since 1937, although not as 
rapidly as the money has depreciated. For the ones paid in stable currency 
these are golden times in Shanghai. The cost of food has only about doubled 
since the Mex dollar left its traditional value of about 3 to 1, and labor costs 
have hardly gone up at all. Rents have shot upward because of the influx 
of wealthy Chinese who have sought the safety of the Settlement or Con- 
cession. The old-time expression ‘cheap Chinese labor’ is a reality here. 
Your houseboy, baby amah or chauffeur are rarely paid over $35 per month, 
which translates into $3 gold. For unskilled labor of the class of coolie 
fifty cents a day is an above average wage, which figures out slightly over 
a dollar a month in American money. It is a definite satisfaction to get a 
haircut in a clean modern shop for the familiar price of fifty cents and then 
to realize that this sum is actually only four cents gold. It costs the same 
to get your car washed and polished. Your club dues at the exclusive French 
Club compute to the staggering sum of 25c. monthly. Your No. 1 boy 
submits the household bills for examination and you And that in our money 
eggs have cost 10c. a dozen; chickens, ducks and pheasants are about 17c. 
each; vegetables average about two cents a pound. Your bill for cleaning 
and pressing your suit will be about 11c., and your laundry bills are in 
proportion, although paradoxically you cannot escape tattletale gray in what 
we are apt to incorrectly regard as a nation of laimdrymen.” 


CENTRAL STATES NUMISMATIC SOCIETY CONVENTION. 

More than 300 collectors are expected at the annual Central States Numis- 
matic Society convention to be held in conjunction with that of the Iowa 
Numismatic Association at Burlington, Iowa, April 27 and 28. 

Thirty-five displays of all types of coins, paper money and medals, two 
addresses and papers by nationally known collectors and dealers, and two 
auctions will mark the convention, in addition to the two separate business 
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meetings. There will be cruiser rides on the Mississippi, a visit to one of 
the new lock and dam sites, recently completed, and to the State prison. A 
special program has been arranged for the ladies. 

Three hundred lots will be auctioned Saturday evening, the 27th, and 200 
Sunday afternoon, the 28th. Banquets will be held Saturday evening and 
Sunday noon, all events being open to members of each organization. There 
will be 12 display awards in addition to numerous attendance prizes. 

A reception wHl open the convention Friday night, the 26th, after which 
A. N. A. convention movies from H. E. Macintosh, of Springfield, Mass., will 
be shown. They will be shown to smaller groups the next two days. 

All collectors, regardless of what part of the country they live in and 
whether members of either organization, are invited to the convention and to 
participation in all events, including the two auctions. Lots will be limited 
to fine or better material, with no lot cataloguing under $1. 

A. N. A. promotion will occupy a large part of the headquarters on Hotel 
Burlington’s mezzanine, with data on the library value. The Numismatist and 
about Detroit, where this year’s convention will be held, to be distributed. 
The A. N. A. promotion was arranged by L. W. Hoffecker, President of the 
A. N. A.; M. Vernon Sheldon, General Secretary; Arthur B. Kelley, C. S. N. 
S., president, and Ted Hammer, I. N. A. president and convention chairman. 


BANK NOTES ISSUED FOR CAPE VERDE ISLANDS. 

The Cape Verde Islands have recently issued a new series of notes. The 
issuing authority in the Islands is the Banco Nacional Ultramarino. All the 
notes are dated January, 1921, at Lisbon. A general type note was used for 
the various Portuguese colonies, and the name of the colony was imprinted 
in red on the obverse and reverse. Thus, notes for Angola, Cape Verde 
Islands, Guinea, St. Thomas and Princes’ Islands and Mozambique are similar 
except as to imprint of locality. 

Recently a devaluation in the escudo has resulted in the surcharging of 
the Cape Verde notes. The 1 escudo, which shows the portrait of Oliviera 

Chamico at the left and the seal of the bank at the right, has several large 

figure I’s in the corners. The center of the note reads: “Urn Escudo.” The 
note has been surcharged in the center. On top of “Urn Escudo” it now 
reads “Cinco Escudos” in black letters. Only the value which appears at 
the base of the seal at the right of the note has been obliterated. All the 

other I’s in the note on both obverse and reverse are disregarded and appear 

in full view. 

A large-size ten and five escudos note have also been printed. This is the 
stereotyped Portuguese Colonial Bank issue, except that it is brown in color. 
It reads at the top: “National Ultramarine Bank” (Banco Nacional Ultrama- 
rino) Province of . . . (Provincia de) . . . and the name “Cape Verde” (Cabo 
Verde) is then printed in afterwards in red. 

All the Portuguese colonial notes are issued by Bradbury, Wilkinson & 
Co., engravers, London. 


DIR VARIETIES OF LINCOLN CENTS. 

On some of our 19 36 Lincoln cents there is a broken R in the word “Lib- 
erty” on the obverse. I have found that the 1936 Lincoln with broken R 
is the rarer of the two. 

Also, there is a small 7 and a large 7 on our 193 7 Lincoln cents. The 
former is very small and can be easily discerned. I have been able to locate 
only one specimen of the small 7 type. Both varieties, including 1936 cents, 
are from the Philadelphia mint and their discoveries were made on the 4th 
of February, 1940.

WILLIAM C. AlAVA TER. 

William C. Atwater, of New York City and St. Petersburg, Fla., long a 
member of the A. N. A., died at his home in St. Petersburg on February 22 
at the age of 78. 

He was chairman of the board of the William C. Atwater Companies of 
New York and Massachusetts, Mill Creek Coal and Coke Company, American 
Coal Company and others. He was graduated from Amherst College in 1884. 

He entered the coal business in 1886, and a few years later he founded 
William C. Atwater & Co., of Fall River, Mass., and about 1900 established 
William C. Atwater & Co., of New York. He was chairman of the board of 
both firms at his death, having retired as president about 1915. 

He had maintained a summer home for years at Westhampton Beach, L. I. 
His flower and vegetable gardens were among the best known in the resort. 
He had been active also in the development of Westhampton Beach and had 
contributed large sums in this connection. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Ida Wilson Hay, whom he married in May, 
1889; a daughter, Mrs. George Daniel Olds, Jr., of Great Neck, L. I., and 
three sons, William C. Atwater, Jr., of New York; John Jacob Atwater, of 
Great Neck, and David H. Atwater, of Fall River.

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JEWISH MEDALS OX EXHIHITIOX IX XEW YORK. 

Likenesses of prominent Jewish leaders from the sixteenth century down 
to Leon Blum and E. A. R. Seligman have been rendered on medallions from 
time to time through Jewish history, and a representative collection of these 
medallions, assembled by Mr. Samuel Friedenberg, of New York City, a mem- 
ber of the A. N. A., will go on public exhibition in the Museum of Jewish 
Ceremonial Objects at the Jewish Theological Seminary of America, at 
Broadway and 122nd Street, beginning Sunday, March 3. Mr. Friedenberg 
has devoted the past three years to a world-embracing study of the field of 
Jewish medals, and with rare understanding has been able to bring together 
an unusually rich collection. 

The two hundred medals selected for exhibition are primarily commemo- 
rative of public services and achievements of Jews in all walks of life in the 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries. A few sixteenth to eighteenth century 
medallions depict Biblical characters, and a few Jewish caricatures from 
earlier centures are also included in the exhibition. 

Familiar names which will be encountered are those of the actresses, 
Sarah Bernhardt and Rachel; the musicians, Gabrilowitsch and Mendelsohn; 
the statesmen, Disraeli and Blum; the poets, Heine and Bialik; the medical 
pioneers, Paul Ehrlich and Sigmund Freud; the philosophers, Bergson and 
Lasalle; the banker and merchant, Nathan Rothschild; the writers, Lessing 
(not himself a Jew) and Sholem Aleichem; and so on. 

An interesting item is the medal struck in 178 2 on the occasion of the 
Edict of Tolerance issued by Joseph II, Emperor of Austria. The medal was 
struck to signalize the granting of protection to the Jews. 

The exhibit is open to the public, free of charge, from 10 A. M. to 5 P. M. 
daily, except Fridays and Saturdays. The special exhibitions of Rashi and 
His School and of Hebrew Printing in the Fifteenth Century will also con- 
tinue in the Museum through the month of March.

Among the useful information contained in Mr. Whittle’s paper were those re- 
lating to the fact that the usual legend was supplemented by the letters “D. F.” 
(for “Defender of the Faith”), which appeared for the first time on the English 
coinage, although the title had been conferred upon Henry VIII by the Pope; 
that the symbols in the angles formed by the cross-design on the reverse de- 
noted the origin of the metal from which the coin was made; that the figure of 
Britannia was taken from the type of a Roman coin, and that the crown pieces 
and half crowns were difficult to secure in good condition. 

Mr. Whittle made mention of the artist-designers of the period he covered, 
viz., Croker, Tanner, Pingo, Kuchler and Pistrucci. He also drew attention to 
the interesting story behind the “Lima” series. Mention was made of the unusual 
number of counterfeit coppers circulating during the reigns of the first three 
Georges. Other items explained were the countermarked Spanish dollars, the 
Bank of England (1804) dollar, the recoinage of 1816, the heavy coinage of two- 
pennies and pence in 1797, and the varying positions of Britannia on the coinage. 

Mr. Whittle illustrated his paper by showing a large and comprehensive range 
of specimens from his collection. 

An exhibition of “dates on coins” was given by Canon T. H. Frewin. He spoke 
on the possibilities of identifying a coin by its date. 

Each member then exhibited his oldest coins. Canon T. H. Frewin proved to be 
the possessor of the oldest, which was a coin of Corcyra, issued 500 B. C.

GOLD DOUBLE EAGLES FOUND IN TEXAS. 

W. P. Murchison, A. N. A. 75 48, of Corsicana, Texas, reports the finding 
a few days ago of four $20 gold pieces by three boys at play on the Loco 
Gaines farm, near Corsicana. 

The youths were reportedly engaged in the age-old art of “chunkin’ 
rocks,” and one of them thought he had found a real “sailer” when he dis- 
covered it was a coin. A quick search discovered three more coins, and 
from well-informed quarters it was reported adults as well as the younger 
generations were looking around more carefully than usual. The coins were 
reported to have borne the date 1851. 

Mr. Murchison says: “A native of the Chatfield community tells me there 
have been many rumors of gold buried during the Civil War for safekeeping 
from robbers and to prevent confiscation. At one time, foundations of the 
old Ike Jeffers place was almost demolished by gold seekers.” 


A VOLUME ON CHINESE COINS. 

C. C. Tsiang, of Shanghai, China, has published a volume entitled “Illus- 
trations of Chinese Gold, Silver and Nickel Coins.” It is an illustrated 
volume, well bound, of 257 pages, with several hundred cuts, taken from the 
actual coins. The volume is said to be based on a wealthy Chinese’s collec- 
tion, considered the most complete of its kind. The text is in Chinese and 
in English. Although rarities are given, the terms are cryptic, such as “pre- 
cious by collectors now.” 

The outstanding feature of this volume is that it does not list the semi- 
medallic pieces, of which China recently has issued so many, particularly in 
the dollar-size series. Every coin mentioned in this volume is believed to 
have been struck for and used as regular currency. 


CZECHO-SI.OVAKIA HAS SHORTAGE OF SMALL COINS. 

According to a recent news report, all small coins in Prague, formerly in 
Czecho-Slovakia, have disappeared from circulation. The reason for the 
shortage is attributed to Czech hoarding and also to the withdrawal of coins 
by the authorities to obtain metal for “industrial” uses. Paper will be 
released in its place.
